Gorbachev hints at ending European cilliances

BERLIN — Soviet leader Mikhail 
S: Gorbachev stepped up his court- 
ship of Western Europe on Monday 
by saying he would support disban- 
ding the Warsaw Pact and NATO 
alliances. 

At , the same time, Gorbachev 
Vofeed readiness to meet again with 
President Reagan if "the ap- 
propriate International atmosphere 
Is created." 


The Soviet leader, on a visit to 
East Germany, also charged that 
the United Stales had Ignored the 
opinion of its West European aiilcs 
by sending warplanes to bomb Libya 
last week. • - 

In a speech to workers In East 
Berlin, the Soviet Communist Parly 
general secretary said Moscow was 
ready. for "a simultaneous disban- 
ding of the Warsaw'Pact and NATO, 
or,- for a start, - their military 
organizations." 


The Soviets have previously said 
they were prepared to scrap the' 
Warsa^v’ Pact if the West dissolved 
the NATO military alliance. The of- 
fers have been -viewed w|th skep- 
ticism in the West. 

On the possibility of a superpower 
summit this year, Gorbachev said, 
"We arc ready ’for a Soviet- 
American meeting so long as the ap- 
propriate International atmosphere 
is created, and real disarmament 
steps arc possible.” 


His remarks were reported by 
East German television. The state- 
run network filmed Gorbachev’s 
speech In-a machine tool factory In a 
suburb of East Berlin, and 
translatcd-^ls~Russian words into 
German. 

On Monday, in his speech to the 
workers, he repeated the proposal on 
conventional arms and said he also 
favored "all-European cooperation 
on economic, ecological and other 
issues.” •

Fewer family doctors 
delivering infants now

The issue is particularly acute in our smaller com- 
munities, where a combination of factors has af- 
fected the availability, and perhaps the quality, of 

medicine. 

Put simply, the economics of medicine niTsTch^g:^ 
ed. Small communities arc less and less able to sup- 
port full service' hospitals and the doctors to staff 
them. 

The result, as staff writer Jane Robison’s series 
points out, is a medical care delivery system which is 
strained with bad debts, a heavy load of indigents 

and.ajieciiningjiumhfii:j)Uamny_pnyslcians.

- developing solutions for-it. In Gooding County, for 
example, officials are casting about 'for additional 
tax funding through creation of a hospital district. 

In Twin Falls, the Magic Valley Regional Medical 
Center is exploring how to use new legislation to 
enter joint partnership ventures with doctors;

Each of these entities focuses on making sure it is 
going to be one of the economic survivors,, not one of - 
the casualties. 

But as Robison’s articles suggest, the problems go 
deeper than who survives and who doesn^.
